Witness  thought  a pefson  in  hia  (B’sj 
bod  could  see  another  in  the  bed  of  the 
princes*,  if  the  door  tfks  open.  ' The 
weather  became  very  warm  wfler  they 
left  Jaffa,  and  the  princess  had  her  bed 
placed  under  a tent#)  deck.  She  slept 
upon  a sofa  ^ Hergartii  slept  under  the 
same  tent.  The  tent  used  lobe  cloae  ill 
round  during  the  night  like  a pavilion. 
Witness  was  the  person  whose  office  it 
was  to  close  up  the  tent.  It  was  made 
quite  close,  impervious  to  the  observation 
of  all  thoae  on  deck.  About  eight  in  the 
morning  the  tent  used  to  be  opened. — 
Witness  often  is*  the  princess  when  the 
tent  was  opened.  She  used  sometimes 
to  be  sitting,  and  sometimes  in  bed.  He 
used  to  *ee  Bergami  coming  out  of  the 
tent  in  the  morning.  He  was  always

A light  used  to  be  kept  In  the  tent  at 
night  for  almost  ten  minutes  after  it  was 
closed  up.  Witness  was  in  the  habit  of 
taking  tway  himself.  It  was  Bergami 
who  hauderl  it  to  him. 

The  princess  often  ordered  it  lobe  set 
up  as  a pavilion  to  take  a nap  in  during 
the  day,  but  ordinarily'  St  was  but  as  an 
awning.-—  Witness  l^ad “received  orders 
to  shut  it  up  quite  close  during  the  day, 
at  a time  that  Bergami  and  the  princets 
were  within  it.
